Luela, Deb, and Michelle, 

I have the 30-day comment period closing on August 3 giving us the weekend and 3 
weekdays to address comments, revise documents, get solicitor surname, and get 
surname and signature within the RO. If the closing date is August 7th, that means we 
have 2 weekdays to complete all this. We may still be getting comments in via snail 
mail on August 9th. Neither one of these options is good. 

I recommend we start working on Plan B. (we have already discussed) 

So we continue to process the CCA\CCAAs, but realize that we can do it on a regular 
schedule. 

If the homshell does not get listed, or there is a delay, then we have time to complete the 
entire package. 

If we list the homshell, we exclude it from the final CCAAs and process for the other 
species. The Conference Opinion becomes a Biological Opinion/Conference Opinion - 
BLM and any other Lederal partner will have coverage for the newly listed species. In 
the meantime, we need to put together an HCP for tx homshell and get another Lederal 
register notice through this process. 

The HCP should follow the conservation plan of the CCAAs, The action is nearly 
identical from a NEPA standpoint except we have a newly listed species and much of 
the NEPA analysis should incorporate by reference what we publish with the 
CCA\CCAAs public review. The BO would be identical to the CO. That leaves public 
comments, permit language, recommendation/findings, and the other miscellaneous 
things... 























Goal is to not let our partners down, minimize the gap of eoverage between a potential 
listing effective date and an HCP being put in place. This is going to be a lot of extra 
time and work and we need to prepare to message this effort to our partners.
